What J. C. Jenkins Has to Say On the
Situation

Thinks England Should Have the Place—Not
Much of Valoe There— First Filibustering
Expedition—Story of ** Peerless.”

There is perhaps no ove in Ho-
oolula 8o well informed on mat-
18 in Samoa (ha is J. C. Jen
kivs, sn employe of W. G, Irwiu
& O, who, although he has been
away from the islands for several
years, keeps in very clo-e tonch
turonzh letters and vew-papers,
Mr, Jenkins does not believe toere
is any trutb in the report, that a
partition of Bamoa o tween th:
governments of the United Siates,
Germauy and Eogland is oo the
mups. “Why,"” ssid Mr. Jenkins,
“thers 18 not enough of the place
for turee. Besides that, there s
uot envugh of valus to warrant
very wauach of an obj-ction on the
part of America should Enslaad
or Germany wish to take Sumoa

“As to Germaoy, the nutives
Jowu there hate the very nsme.
I'bs Euglish are by far the most
p 'pular people.  Euvglaod has the
other two groups near by. Why
should she not have Samoa ? 1
believe that tr be the easicst way
vut of the difficalty.”

Mr. Jeukiss was captain of the
schoover yacht Peerless which
went to Samoa 1o 1874 oo a fili
busteriog vxpedition.

MORE PLEAS FOR CHINESE|

Two More Memorlals Go Before the
Hawalian Commission.

Proposal to Continue the Favorable Conditions
of Hawatian Law—Mr. Thurston's
Exposition of Rice Industry.

W. Horace Wright, barrister
and asaoeciale editor of the Inde
pend-ot, was the only porson to
embrace the opportuvity of rhis
“open” morning of the Hawsiian
Commission. The doors were
closed behind him, sluttiog out
iis brothren of the press., Asa
nosepaper man himsell, hbowever,
Mre. Wright koew what was what
and told all sbout it when he

¢imo out.  He bad appeared ne
the eovoy extraordinary of the
Chinese colony, to present ts
third or fonrth memorial thes far,
alao m petition siguml. it is lenrn-
al, by muny Chiness and hasi-
uess men of other nationalities.

Mr. Wright also mude a point
for his clientele, verbally, in in
forming the Commission that, ac-
cording to Hawaiian costom,
primogenitare is derived from the
wnther's side,

The memorinl bhas a preamble
recting tha natare of Chinese ex-
clusion laws io the United Srates,
and the differing conditions in
Hawnii which deprive thos-
‘nws of their initintory reasons.
I'nen the memorialists suggwst
that the proposal for a new form
of goverument shall embody sag-
gostions for a liberal Ohiveses im
migrtion law, permittiog all the
Cuinese residents now entitled by
law to the right of a retarn peemit
n ¢ontinuance of that right; also
that Chinese merchaols aud tra-
velers may be permitted to visit
Hawaii for a period not to exceed
six mounths, good bonds being 6l d
o warraut their leaving at the end
of that time; also that Chinese
laborers may be permitted to so
journ in Hawaii for a period no!
to exceed three years, good bouds
peing filed to guarantee their de
partare: also that Chinese women
aod minors under ten years of age,
who have relatives by blood or
warringe residing in Hawaii, be
permitted to come to this country.

The petitiou, upderatood to bave
been prepared by L. A, Thurston,
gives particulars of the rics indus
iry. Among other thiogs it says
tuat the table of rice exports does
uot fally demonstrate the impoir-
tance of the iudustry to the Ha-
waiian Islands, for the reason thar
rice forme the main article of food
for nearly one-half of the entire
population—the Chioese snd Jap
wese—aod also forms a very con
siderable part of the food of the

emaiving portion of the people of
Hawnii.

* The raising of rice is and for
yvenrs bas been alwost exclus.vely
tu the hands of the Chinvse,

“ I'he census of 1896 shows that
vat of 844 rice plantation owners,
718 were Chivese, )

“ Almost without exceplion the
prreons doivg the actusl work up -
on the rice plastations sre Chivere,
even upon plantations which are
sut vwued by Chinese”

The following resume is given
of the effects of legislation tha
will drive the rice busiuess out of
existence in Hawaii:

“ 1. Ap indusiry which directly
sup,orts 5000 prople sud indirect-
Iy 65000 more will ba ciusued out
of existence,

“ 2, Ao iodustry which briogs
into beueficial use 100UV acres vl
and, apd which produces reutals
smousting to not less than $200,
10 a year will beextinguished.”
